Owned by No Country — Norway's 
Laws Regarding Whale Fishing 
—The Busy Seen* Present- 



■ Tbe steam yacht Vectis is one of the 
few cruising yachts that Included a call 
at that great whaling station, Spits- 
bergen, this year In its itinerary of a 
cruise to Norway and the North Cape. 
Although the passage there is not al- 
ways attenri.il with the most propit- 
ious weather— occasionally it Is even 
Impossible to enter Recherche bay of 
Ice fjord owing either to the dense 
fogs or ice floes that with some winds 
block the entrance — those who are for- 
tunate enough to get In arc well repaid 
for their trouble. Spltzbergen com- 
prises two principal islands, separated 
by Hlnlopen strait, and a «reat num- 
ber of smaller islands. The northeast 
land Is imperfectly known and seldom 
visited, for It is surrounded by a gir- 
dle of ice but rarely broken The west 
land is accessible every year from the 
beginning of July to the end of Sep- 
tember. Although Spltzbergen Is own- 
ed by no country, the English have a 
house situated In Ice fjord (Advent

proach closely. As these masses break 
away wonderful crevasses of the most 
beautiful shades of blue are revealed. 

The Fox glacier -is about one mile 
broad.

Remarkable Metal. 

Although the existence of tantalum, 
the new material employed for incan- 
descent lamp fllaments, has been 
known for 100 years, it Is only very 
recently that the metal has been pre- 
pared in a pure state, says Youth's 
Companion. This Is effected with the 
aid of the electric furnace. Tantalum 
combines extreme ductility with ex- 
itaoidinary hardness. When red-hot 
it la easily rolled Into sheets or drawn 
IlltO wire, but upon being heated a 
scconc, time, and then hammered, it 
becomes so bard that it has been 
lound Impossible, with a diamond drill, 
to bore a hole through a sheet only

Thus it was with surprise that 
the nation at large learned, when

The grand jury adjourned Tues- 
\y, after returning another batch 
I fourteen indictments, making 
thirty-eight in all. 

A bill was found against the Cum- 
berland Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, charging them with hav- 
h.g, through and by the order and 
direction of their manager, J. D.

Porter 
Dabney. col., charged with gra 
larceny, was given one year in the 
penitentiary, and Alonzo Barbee, 
col., indicted on a charge of petit 
larceny, was given thirty days in 
the county jail. 

The case of Alfred Lisanby, col., 
under indictment charging him with 
willful murder, was continued until 
the 7th day of the February term. 
Lisanby is in jail. 

In the case of Arthur Miles, 
charged with malicious shooting, an 
order was made releasing his 
sureties, he being out ori bOttd, and 
the case was dismissed and 'stricken 
from the docket. 
Dr. Harry W.Watt, of-' Lorigview, 
prominent young physician, was 
adjudged of unsound .mind .and or- 
dered placed in the asylum for 
treatment. Dr. Watt has been in 
very bad health for some time. 

The suit of Mrs. Mary J. Cannon 
against T. J. McReynolds and others 
for $1,000 damages, was disposed of 
Monday afternoon. The jury re- 
turned a verdict for defendant. 
Plaintiff claimed that a bridge built 
over Sherrill's creek, on the Green- 
ville road, was constructed in such a 
manner that the channel of the 
stream was narrowed until it was 
not sufficient to carry off the surplus 
water during the wet season and 
that her land was overflowed and 
damged.

edge of City Mission movements. 
Deaconess training, college settle- 
ment work, and are trained for 
special positions of trust in institu- 
tions.
